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Dr.  Neil  Gillman 
To  Teach  Two  Courses 
In  Sherr  Institute 

Dr.  Neil  Gillman,  Associate  Provost  and 
Assistant  Professor  of  Philosophies  of 
Judaism  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
of  America,  will  teach  two  courses  in  the 
Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  this 
winter. 

Beginning  on  Wednesday,  January  5  and 
continuing  for  four  successive  Wednesday 
evenings,  Dr.  Gillman  will  teach  a  course  on 
“Abraham  Joshua  Heschel”.  Rabbi  Heschel 
was  one  of  Dr.  Gillman’s  teachers  at  the 
Seminary.  On  the  occasion  of  the  tenth  an¬ 
niversary  of  Rabbi  Heschel’ s  death,  Dr. 
Gillman  will  review  and  evaluate  Heschel’s 
enduring  contributions  to  contemporary 
Jewish  life  and  thought. 

Following  the  course  on  Heschel,  Dr.  Gill¬ 
man  will  offer  a  course  on  “Israel  and  the 
Diaspora:  The  Dilemma  of  the  Modern 
Jew”  on  five  Wednesday  evenings,  begin¬ 
ning  on  February  9. 

The  dilemmas  which  confronted  the 
generation  of  Jews  as  a  result  of  emancipa¬ 
tion  continue  to  face  the  Jewish  community 
today.  Through  an  exploration  of  the 
writings  of  Moses  Mendelssohn,  the  early 
Reformers,  Zionist  and  contemporary 
thinkers,  the  issues  of  the  State  of  Israel  and 
the  Jewish  communities  which  continue  to 
exist  in  diaspora  will  be  examined. 

Both  courses  begin  at  8  P.M.  Please  con¬ 
sult  the  Institute’s  brochure  for  further  in¬ 
formation  on  these  and  other  courses  offered 
in  the  Sherr  Institute  or  call  Rabbi 
Wechsler’s  office  during  business  hours.

“New  Faces  for  the  1980’s”  and  Time 
Magazine  included  her  in  its  “50  Faces  for 
America’s  Future”. 

After  graduating  from  Gettysburg  (PA) 
College,  Ms.  Bellamy  served  two  years  with 
the  Peace  Corps  in  Guatemala.  She  then  at¬ 
tended  New  York  University  Law  School, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in 
1968.  She  specialized  in  corporate  finance 
and  securities  law  with  a  Wall  Street  law  firm 
before  being  named  as  Assistant  Commis¬ 
sioner  in  the  New  York  City  Department  of 
Mental  Health  and  Mental  Retardation  Ser¬ 
vices  in  1971. 

Elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1972,  she 
served  as  ranking  Democrat  of  the  Cities 
Committee,  chaired  the  Senate  Democratic 
Task  Force  on  the  City  of  New  York  and 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee.  In  1975,  she  was  a  Fellow  at  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Institute  of  Politics,  Har¬ 
vard  University.

You  Can  Do  Something 

As  we  watch  the  evening  news  we  are 
often  overcome  with  a  multitude  of  emo¬ 
tions.  Horror  at  unspeakably  cruel  crimes, 
sympathy  for  victims  of  the  economic  situa¬ 
tion,  incredulity  at  the  inequities  in  our 
society  and  above  all  frustration  at  our  seem¬ 
ing  inability  to  wield  any  influence  and  make 
any  difference  at  all.  “After  all,  what  can  I 
do?I  am  only  one  insignificant  individual.” 

Perhaps  we  should  not  look  at  the  global 
picture  but  zero  in  on  our  own  backyard,  so 
to  speak.  So  many  of  us  are  painfully  una¬ 
ware  of  the  poverty,  crime  and  a  host  of  so¬ 
cial  ills  that  abound  in  our  own  neighbor¬ 
hood.  Many  people  are  living  below  poverty 
levels  and  dread  the  cold  of  the  winter 
months.  Many  troubled  adolescents  are  sore¬ 
ly  in  need  of  professional  counseling.  And  so 
many  of  our  elder  citizens  crave  the  out¬ 
stretched  hands  of  people  who  care. 

It  is  to  fill  all  these  needs  and  more  that  the 
Yorkville  Emergency  Alliance  was  formed, 
and  our  congregation  is  involved  in  the  work 
of  this  indispensable  organization  together 
with  other  synagogues  and  churches  of  our 
community.  A  few  months  ago  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Herbert  Anderson  of  the  Brick  Church,  our 
neighbors,  spoke  very  movingly  to  our  Shab¬ 
bat  morning  congregation  of  the  work  and 
needs  of  this  group.  But  listening  and  being 
moved  is  never  enough  unless  it  leads  to  ac¬ 
tion.  A  number  of  people  responded  to  his 
appeal  and  if  you  want  to  volunteer  your 
time,  call  me.  Your  volunteer  work  will  be 
valued  beyond  words.  If  you  cannot  do  so, 
but  wish  to  make  a  monetary  contribution, 
please  make  out  your  check  to  the  Yorkville 
Emergency  Alliance  and  send  it  to  me. 

As  we  sit  in  our  warm  and  comfortable 
homes  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  good  life, 
we  cannot  be  deaf  to  the  cries  of  our  fellow 
citizens  who  are  not  equally  blessed.  Our 
Jewish  tradition  tells  us  that  to  save  one  soul 
is  equal  to  saving  the  world.  We  can  do  no

Marsha  Siegel  had  a  difficult  pregnancy 
and  her  obstetrician  was  sure  she  would  also 
have  a  hard  delivery.  At  that  time  it  would  be 
crucial  for  her  to  follow  her  doctor’s  instruc¬ 
tions  and  answer  all  questions  put  to  her  ac¬ 
curately.  The  only  problem  was,  Marsha  was 
deaf. 

When  it  came  time  for  her  to  have  her 
child,  Marsha’s  deafness  did  not  prove  an  in¬ 
surmountable  handicap.  She  was  taken  to 
Beth  Israel  Medical  Center  in  New  York, 
which  works  closely  with  the  Jewish  Society 
for  the  Deaf.  An  expert  interpreter  for  the 
deaf  was  assigned  to  Marsha  for  the  delivery. 
The  result  was  a  healthy  baby;  mother  and 
daughter  did  just  fine. 

Beth  Israel  Medical  Center  and  the  Jewish 
Society  for  the  Deaf  are  beneficiaries  of  the 
Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies.  The 
UJA/Federation  Campaign  provides  funds 
for  130  such  agencies  in  the  Greater  New 
York  area  as  well  as  for  social  welfare  pro¬ 
grams  to  help  Jews  in  need  in  Israel  and  in 
thirty-three  other  countries.
